English Mail. 

Tho Loudoo police are engaged in 
tlio iuvostigiitiou of a very myBterious 
case of poisouiug which has occurred 
at Maryleboriie. Tho parties concern- 
ed are a young man named Aiezandor 
Lewington and a young woman named 
Louisa Murray, the wife of a polisher 
living in Great Lichfield street. Being 
related by marriage they were on inti- 
mate terms \rilh each other, but as 
far aa can bo ascertained there was 
nothing mora than ordinary family 
friendship existing between them, and 
certainly no susjDicions of anything 
wrong were entertained. Lov.'ingtou 
was an assistant to his uncle, who is a 
chemist in Cleveland street, and had 
access to the drugs in the shop. Late 
■ on Saturday night ho went to Mrs. 
Murray's house, and proposed that 
they should poison themaohes, pro- 
ducing at tho same time a bottle of 
poison which ho took from his pocket, 
Sho hesitated a long time, but at last 
took a draught. Lewington also drank 
from the bottle and then returned to 
his uncle's shop, where ho took an- 
other draught, from the efl'ects of 
which he died. Tho woman became 
seriously ill, and on confessing what 
had happened a doctor was sent for 
and succeeded in saving her life. She 
is now in custody. The friends of tho 
parties profess to be utterly unable to 
account for the occurrence. 

An Income Tax Collector's Shkewd- 
NESB. — The English income tax official 
occasionally displays a singular de- 
gree of enterprise and ingenuity. One 
dny, not long since, at Plymouth, a 
respectable butcher was accosted iu 
his stall by a stranger, who he natur- 
ally conceived was an intending pur- 
qhaaer. The gentleman appeared to 
show a great interest in the butcher's 
trade, and elicited from him how many 
beasts of sheep lie killed, and what 
extent of cuatom he had. The honest 
butcher expatiated at some length to 
his new friend on his position and 
proapectH. After an interval of some 
days the worthy butcher received an 
ofBcial intimation from the income 
tax surveyor, calling on him to pay an 
immense assessment. AVhon intro- 
duced to the sanctum of the man iu 
office he discovered to his horror that 
he stood before his candid and disin- 
terested friend and well-wisher, the 
Burreyor himself. He protested against 
the .tremendous increase in his assess- 
ment, but was quietly told that it was 
upon his own representation tho assess- 
ment was made. "I really do not 
clear £200 a year." "Well," said tho 
surreyor, "you told me you killed five 
fat beasts weekly, and made £Z 10a. 
each. You said that you sold twenty- 
five sheep, making £1 10s. on each.

Majesty is expected to come from 
Windsor to Buckingham Palace every 
Tuesday and remain till the following 
Priday.

The Duke of Marlborough has made 
his public entry into Dublin. A pro- 
cession, including the municipal 

bodies and nn escort of calvary, was 
formed from the "\Vi.sllandrow station 
to tho City Hall, wlioro the Lord May- 
or welcomed bis Exeolloncy. Tho 
Duke then proceeded to tho Castle, 
where a court was held, and several 
presentations were made. A large 
crowd assembled in tho streets, ami tho 
Lord-Lieutenant and his I'amily wore 
loudly oliC'ored. A Dublin correspon- 
dcjut says that tho town couiiciliiiun 
and other niuuicipid fiiuotionaries ex- 
press theuisolvos particularly well 
pleased with a statomout made by 
tliQ Duko to tho Kingstown Commis- 
HionerB,tUat uiunioipal institutions will 
"always receive from him tho support 
which springs from a conviction of the 
high uaturo of their usefulness and im- 
portance." 

A few years ago Australia imported 
a cargo of rabbits for tho purpose of 
freeing tho i)a3turos from noxious 
weeds and frightening mischievous 
animals from the grain fields. It is 
now importing weasels for tho des- 
truction of tho rabbits. 

A renuiikablo change in the charac- 
ter of tho ship buiidiiig on tlie Clyde 
has for some time been going on, and 
during last year it reached very largo 
proportions. This is the substitution 
of iron sailing ships for iron steamers, 
and the change is ascribed in some 
measure to the increase of late years 
iu tho price of coal, an increase which 
makes it difficult to run steamships at 
a profit.

EETROSPECTIVE. 



Tho quotations from snooclios and lot- 
tors delivered find published iu this City 
tbroo years ago, and re-publisliod yester- 
day, have opened tbo oyoa of not a few 
persons to tho danger to which the country 
would bo exposed in case of a, ehivugo of 
Ministry— of which calamity, fortunately, 
there is not the slightest prospect. No 
polioy oould have been more injurious 
than the financial soheme of tho DeOos- 
moa-Walkem Ministry— based, as it was, 
upon crambs that were expected to foil 
from the table of the Ottawa Ministry into 
their wide-open mouths. We do not say 
—we cannot believe tbat tho injury was 
intentionally done. Wo do not thiuk that 
either of those heavon-boru jNIiuisters 
' realized at the time tho full extent of the 
misfortune ho was about to ansiKt iu briug- 
iuK upon tho couutry. Thoro was some 
scandal whispered at tbo timo of a seat iu 
tho Miicdouald Cabinet for Mr. Detlos- 
mos, a judgeship for Mr. Walkom, a rail- 
way oommiaeionorsbip for Mr. Beaven, 
a situation at the Penitentiary for Mr. 
Armstrong, and an official sawbonery for 
Dr. Ash. But these offices may have all 
been applied for by the Ministors in per- 
fect good faith. Thoro may havo been no 
bargain and salo between Sir John and 
the Columbiana — no underHtauiliug tliat 
should they succood in plaoiiiy the Pro- 
viuco iu Canada's hands Canada would 
"proviilo for" each and all of them. We 
are not disposed to think so meanly of tho 
ex-Ministors. Wo are content to regard 
their course as tho result of stupidity ra- 
ther than of cupidity. A letter was pick- 
ed up and published which showed that 
the Finaooe Minister of that Government 
was an applicant for a Federal iillcl; and 
other facts show that the honorable gen- 
tlemen were all "in the market" — that is, 
they were willing to servo the Federal 
Government for a consideration ; but we 
do not say that that consideration was to 
be the price of their tiuauciul policy. No; 
wo aro willing to take a more charitable 
view of their case and ascribu it to iuoa 
pacity rather than to rapacity. It was a 
stolid sort of incapacity, too; for when 
one examiDCs the argumoiiis that wore 
brought forward to sliow them tiio cou- 
seriusncoa of their folly, ho is surprised 
that .ho ex Miaisters declined to "listen 
to the voice of wisdom." It is said that 
thoro aro none so blind as those who will 
not see. Light was idl'oied tho ex-Minis- 
ters, but they closed their optics against 
it. Prophecies were uttered by -wiBo ami 
experienced men, but the Ministers chas- 
ed their ears and pursued their wild 
course. How strangely do Mr. Beaven's 
words at Alhambra Hall on the evening 
of December 30, 1873, clash with his 
more recent utterances. When rei)roach 
ed with being about to fottor the Pro- 
vince — when cautioned to accept r.o mo- 
ney from the Canadian Ooverumont until 
the railwoy obligations had been com- 
pleted, — when asked not to tinker with 
tho terms— he threw himself at the feet 
of tho Canadian Premier and gushed forth 
as thus: "What thi! lion. Alox. Macken- 
zie says he means, and What he means tho 
Canadian Parliivmput will carry out." 
Well, what did Mr. Mackenzie mean? He 
meant a relaxation of the terms of union 
with British Columbia. He stated so in 
hiH Sarnia address, and the borrowing 
berguin stiuck by this Ciovernmont willi 
thf) Macdouald Ooveriimoiit was what lie 
meant to carry out — if tho Columbians 
were found willing tu a'-isi.'iit to it. a"\Jr. 
Walkem foUowi'd Ids coUeaguo ami sang 
loudly iu praise of Mr. Macken/.iii. 
"The Canadian Oovornniciit," said lie, 
"want to take no ai) vantugr, ol this 
Province. * * * Mr. Mackenzie's 
language is not vnguo; Imt it conies so 
startling on Mr. McCrcight that ho cuu 
not believe it." Mr. McCreight was very 
skeptical, we admit. lie thought the 
promise of unlimitcil fund.s without a f/uu/ 
pro quo being Htipulated too good to bo 
trno. But tho best, or tho worht, of 
tho whole ulT.iir was that tho Ministry wore 
well aware that while in ujiposition 
Mackenzie had bitterly opposed tliustiim- 
lation to build the railway iu ton years, 
and a knowledge of that fact slumld have 
caused the Ministry to pause before in- 
curring a liability to the Canadian Gov- 
ernmont. But good advioo from all 
quarters was flouted. The money was 
taken over and from that hour tho country 
lost its hold ou the "deed of settlement," 
and, as Dr. Helmoken tersely puts it, 
"the case became that of tho wolf against 
tho louib." AVo woU remember tho con- 
clusion of tho ox-Cliiot's Hpeoch in intro- 
ducing the portion of the estimates that 
related to his ollioo after it had boon de- 
cided to borrow the money. Having de- 
tailed tlio largo expenditure proposed to 
bo made with the aid of Canada he turned 
to tho galleries aad said — "All this we 
hIiuU do witiiout costing tho Province a 
dollar or taxing tho people a cent." is 
thoro any British Columbian who would 
applaud that statement to-day when 
everyone knows that the money accepted 
fr-jm Canada has "cost" tho Province a 
railway within a reasonable timo? And 
as to taxation, tho moment that Canada 
stopped tho advances, what was there to 
fall back upon to moot tho delioioiicies of 
a depleted subsidy oxcci)t tlio taxation of 
a people who had boon kept in a sort of 
Fool's Paraaiso for three years by a Min- 
istry that refrained from applying the 
BouudoHt principles of political economy 
for tho support of the Govornmeut bu- 
cauao they might be unpo()uIar! To-day 
wo give further hiatorical extracts from 
files of both city papers. Tho I'rovince 
will «oo from thorn where tho responsi- 
bility for our present condition rightly be- 
longs, and ifc will be asked, in yiow 
of tho niisfortuues that have befallen the 
country through tho mistakes of tho gen- 
tlemen 1 ow in opposition, whether thoy 
have claims upon tho country that en- 
title them to be again entrusted with 
power? The country's misfortime.s date 
from tho hour when it was decided to 
draw tbo 5910,000, from which wo derived 
an annual inoomo of some trlo.OOO, and 
Bouander tho capital ou unproduotive 
public wolk.. Dr. Johnson wttso^e J"^" 
j>o.tuiui.' i,v an woeediPgljr.BiUy young 



man to tell a story. Greatly annoyed, at 
last the Doctor said— "A man once enter- 
ed a church to help himself to the sacra- 
mental wine.

Editor Colonist:— Aa the Legislature 
is to meet shortly tho electors of "Victoria 
District are anxiously waiting to see what 
course their member (Mr. Humphreys) 
will take on tho political issues of the 
day. Mr. Humphreys undoubtedly was 
elected to oppose the Walkem Govern- 
ment; but we see that on the arrival of 
Walkem from San Francisco the ])arty 
who gavo welcome, after calling on Bea- 
von and Ash, no doubt thinking they hud 
Humphroys ou their side, called ou him, 
also. Kow, Mr. Huinphieys must bear in 
mind that he was elected to oppose the 
Walkom Government, and if he turns 
round and opposes the present Govern- 
ment ho ought lirst to resign and then 
contest the district as a supporter of tho 
Walkem party, .ind if elected iheii his 
course would bo clear; but to turn round 
through spite and oppose Elliott, would 
bo going against the wishes of those who 
elected him.

Thoro w( ro 
plenty who tliought Humphreys was b;d- 
ly treated when ho was ordered to rosij;!!, 
luid had a partiality towards him ou that 
aocouut at tLio liiuo; lint, t.liat is past, and 

no doubt some good reason cau be given 
for it; but he must not forget what ho 
owes to his supporters when he was elect- 
ed for tho sake of getting revenge. But I 
am perhaps too fast in thinking that ho 
would act so dishonorably as to turn hia 
coat without resigning his seat, and come 
out ou tho square for re-election. We 
muot wfitch and wait till we see. He may 
turn out dillerontly from what the Oppo- 
sition expect at proseut, and keep by his 
promises ou tbo Hustings, and what he 
made us believe ho would do when he 
road tlio resolution in the House last j-ear 
that turned out W'lilkcm and his followers 
when tho Simiddrd stigmatized him as a 
eov.ard skulking iu behind some other 
member of the House and dare not face 
tlio gallery. I hope ho will act on tho 
approaching occasion so that he cau face 
his constituency without a frown fiom 
thorn.

Because 
JlcConiicll, being prevonted from pre- 
empting an Indian reserve, should bo 
able to induce a public journal to make 
gross misstatomuiits, and to cast reflec- 
tions ou respected public officials is a de- 
plorable sign of tho times. However, 
fortunately in this instance, such refuting 
evidence can be brought forward which 
will completely oionerato Messrs. Haynos 
and Yornon from any desire to act un- 
justly; and will show they have acted 
legally and for the welfare of the commu- 
nity.

(Hear, 
lie.ir.) Wo ought to bo in a po.-iition to 
go bohlly t;) CJiiiifiila iinJ doinand the 
ciu'rying out of tbo Turms. This ought 
to bo the ackuowleilgoil duty of tbo Min- 
istry; but bo was sorry to say that they 
appeared only anxious to retain possG.ssiou 
of power, and to do so -were prejjared to 
fiinte through the hou?o a set of bogus 
ojliinatoy without a dolhir in tbo treasury 
to b:.L-k them, f.jum'.iid only on the empty 
in'omisr.^ of ;i liickv pulitiL-iiin. They 
might 1)0 a good liait to .soiiu;. Bait, did 
lie SLiy! Tlicro was not enough bait to 
conceal the hook, and yet the hon. mem- 
b'>r3 wore expected to swallow it hook and 
all; for bis p. irt lie know his duty to his 
coii-ituuciit, bi'ttei- than to ho led iuto look- 
ing fur tbo aijci-ptaiiL'u of promises never 
meant to be porfunuod. JIo would oon- 
oliuUi by niiiving an iunondiiuuit to the 
oll'cct that it is not oxpediout to alter the 
Terms of Union without submitting the 
question to the people, who -wore really 
tlio mastarsof all govorninout; directly ap- 
p(Ml to the public. Ho would toll the 
j)io.-eiit ^Ministry that tboy ought to bo 
nu't rly a rotlo.x of public opinion. (Loud 
ciii-or.4.J The lion. Attonioy Uouoralhad 
objected to the applause from the gallery. 
He spoke to no gallery, he spoke to the 
country at large, and in a manner easy 
enough to ooinprchr'nd. llo had told the 
IliiiiM' last sossi'jii that tlu-ii' iiioasu i-u.s 
would invol'.'i! the breaking of tlio Terms, 
tlio hon. gi ntloman oppo.sito had iaugbod 
ami .suoeri-d at. (.\Ir. DeCosmos hero 
called for order.) Mr. Humphreys hop- 
ed Iho Speaker would not allow hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite to interrupt him, they 
wore too fond of doing so when they felt 
bo had tlu'iu on the bip. To resume, ho 
Huid tlioy wci'o bi-caking thi! Terms of 
XJui in, 1111(1 they ilonicd it. Only a day (H- 
two ago the Ibni. .Vtlorniiy-Cioneral, at a 
imblic meeting, a;ud that be did not wisli 
lo alter them, and the very next day ho 
g.ivo notice of a motion lo do so. How, 
aftiT Ibis, I'onld wo (I'ust such nion? Ue 
woul.l not, imply anylliiiig disroputablo to 
Mr. NValkiMu; the loa k r of the govern- 
ment was the really rosimn^iljle porKon, 
out of whom nothing ouuld bo got in ox- 
])lnnation of hid course but long tirades 
oi abuse against all who O2)po8ed him and 
against tlio late Macdonald Ministry-a 
float in wlioso Cabinet would have raised 
him to tlio Huventb heaven but a year or 
two back. 

•"Mr. VValkein, after a few wordfi, made 
Bomo objection to iMr. 1 1 luniihruy.s' man- 
ner of speaking and said the Wpeaker 
ought to have called hlux to order. Ho 
was immediately called to order hirasolf. 
anil a Ion;; di.-ipulc ai'oao. A\ hist ho man- 
a'.'.i'd to got llio lloor to himself, and 
tllDUgh very norvoii.-; and lidgolty appar- 
ently as 11". roliukod tin' unf Ji'tiinato mo.s- 
soii.gor for making t(;o nmi'li noiso, at last 
;;;',!ti(!,l himself, lie criticis(!d the spoechoa 
of Jion. membors who had procoded him. 
The inoml.x!!' for Nanaimo, ho i^uid, was 
o i-lainly amusini; if not in.^tnictivo. Uo 
ailiaittoil it was truo that the returns of 
tho eniigration agent v.oro nil and made 
the desk in front of him suII'it for it most 
severely. Ho then biiolly alluded to tlio 
in(;ml)e'r for I'^sipiimalt and launcbod out 
iiilo lU'iiunciations (d' tho way in which 
wo had biiiMi Iroalod by tho Macdonald 
( lovornmo'.it, Mimowliat '-iniilai' to tlmso 
boi'.ld latoly on tlii; otlior .sido of tho 
House saying that the marine hospital 
they had built us looked like a nail fao- 
tory, and that tbo Canadians had dono 
but little more tlmn oollict our rovenno 
and .stick to it. llo nid that the ]\lao- 
donald ministry had hrokeii tho Terms. 
■ And explained the loan tiausaotiou as bo- 
jng simply taking our own money Knd 



that wo need never pi.y it back a;;ain. 
There was uo word about contract in this 
matter aud no ouo could so uiidorotand it: 
oxcoiit those who did .so maliciously, ilo 
gave tbo Macdonald noYonunoiU uuolhcr 
dose, saying that we had Bubaiittod to ill- 
usage too long and that this government 
scheme ■was the first attempt to obtain our 
rights. After severely criticizing tho re- 
marks of other hon. members Mr, Walkem 
resumed his seat. 

Mr. MoCroigbt coni])lninpd that cort.iin 
corrc.sponduuco on tho dry dool; ha l l)i'i'n 
withhold until after Mr. lioberttou had 
spoken (hoar). Ho (Jlr. MctJroight) 
would not bo a party to placing tbo Pro- 
viuco at tho ineicy of tho Uoiuinion Ciov- 
erument (hear) . Tho Terms were sub- 
mitted to tho Pooplo in 1S70, and that 
was all he asked on tho (jresont occnsion. 
In any groat organic idiaiigo, iu so st i i- 
ou3 a matter as Khakiiig the Tonus in 
their ino.st vital })iirt — tho Railway — tho 
People had a right to bo con.suitod 
(eboer.s). It might bo that tho proaent 
Aliuistry had some expectations from tho 
Dominion Govoriunout. fie believed that 
if bo woro in their position bo would leave 
so vital u. point to tho iieopl'.^ (cheers). 
Tho Tonus had l)cou brokou and the 
Mackenzie Govormnent had wisbod a re- 
laxation of them. If wo take this money 
would it not bo argued as a fiict that we 
were satisfied to condone tho iufringe- 
inont of tho Terms'? If we held ourselves 
aloof HerMajohty would ncvi'r ptu'inil us 
to bo wronged. Any injury sustaiu'Sil liy 
tbo weak was always rcsontod hy iter .Ma- 
jesty's Government, which ahvays kt'pt 
g'jod faith, Hlio was bound to boo tho 
Terms carried out and v>-ould soo it dono 
(hoar). That would ho their course if 
wo wont before the Imperial (iovcrntr.ent 
with a clean record. W'o have n-ligiously 
performed all our oh! igal ioiH. J-.i't us 
coutinue to do so. llo holieveil that tho 
SI, 250, 000 would cause more money to 
run out of tho couutry than would run 
iuto it. Coniiilenco was tho lirst consid- 
oration, and us real rstato must bo heavi- 
ly tased after we had got rid of our .sub- 
sidy, Victoria City and disti'ii't wouM 
have to p.iy luucli tho hirgo.-it share of i', 
aud capitalists would rofii-o lo inv. sl 
their money iu a country whore iir..poi ty 
was overtaxed. Ho did not say tliaL tiio 
Terms should never bo altered. Hero 
was a scheme sought to bo smuggled 
through tho House allocting our nearest 
aud dearest intorosts. ( ?ilr. J )eCo->tnos — 
Smuggled V) Ayo, siiiuggied. (Loud 
ohoLi'.s from all parts of tho llonso.) The 
Government that arranged tho Terms wa.s 
called a despotic one; yet they subniittod 
thorn to tho country for approval. The 
duty of tho Ministry conflicted with their 
interests, and thoy chose the latter. Some 
of its menihors sot'ined inoro ile-^imns of 
htandiug well with Mr. jMucki'ii/.i'i and did 
not regard the iiitorosts of tlioir coiistitu- 
outs Butlicicntly. Ho called on the Min- 
istry to give the [jooplo tho same chance 
that the despotic government had given, 
and drop the scheme altogether. They 
don't understand — 

Mr. DoCosmos — You don't undorstand 
tbo nue.stion. 

Mr. McCreight— Ah, I'm afraid you un- 
derstand it too well. (Qreut cheering. ) 

Mr, DeCosmos, who had recovered his 
composure in a measure, rose to speak. 

Mr, Humphreys— Spoken. 

Mr. DeCosmos— I adinii'o tho hon. 
gentleman for Lillooot. 

Mr. Humphreys — I'm glad you have ho 
gun to admire some ouo besides yourself. 
(Laughter.) 

He looked on the Terms as in the na- 
uro of a promis^onary note. The Attor- 
ney-General ought to have entered by 
protoat; wo rre told that if we seceded wo 
should have to [iny tho Canadiuns .^'i.ood,- 
000 and yet we woi'o told this mniii y was 
our own. It would only be a year or so 
and then tho House must disolve and why 
not do it now, and givo tho people a 
chance to speak (loud cheois) .

Mil. KOJWOX. 
Tho Bill was as broad as the Tiurns of 
Union and intended to altrr ihoin in a 
way that would prejudice our position. 
Mr. Mackenzie was an honest, liuuorable 
politician. He opposed the "Troaty with 
British Columbia and paid it wn.s a scan- 
dal. Mr. IJIake, in 1871, sdd tliat th,' 
Treaty was a cast-iron one aiul o'liild not 
bo brokou in any ](artirular willnoit tli.^ 
consent of British t'oliimbia. Mr. .Mac- 
kenzie has come into powi-r with au in- 
tense desire to alter these Tonus. Ho 
tells ns that be intends to seek a relaxa- 
tion of the Terms. But there was a right 
way i.nd a wrong way to si'onre that. .Mr. 
Macken/.io should pi ico his jiropo.-,itioii 
in writing bi;fore tho country. Tho Ikju. 
and learned genllomen for Victoria and 
Es(iuimalt have told the HoUfio that if wo 
open those Terms in one ro-iiject we alter 
them in all. If there 'was a doubt let us 
pause until we learn what Jlr. Mackenzie 
mean.s. So lojig as IJritish ('oiumbia 
holds the treaty ]nviolat(! slio is hU'ong(!r 
than all the rest of tho J )ciini nion. 

Mli. m:Ml'HKi;'i .S. 
I\rr. Mackonzio has made up hi; mind 
to indehnitely postpone tin; l>ui;ding of 
tho railway. That meant .simiily niiii to 
tbo couutry. Mr. Mackenzie addresses 
himself to Mr. DeCosmos, who makes 
tbeso propositions to him and in addition 
to that says: — "Von iiro the 'Gonial and 
( iifte.r I'r.'ijiior of I >i'il ish ( 'oliinil lia , iUid , 
if you will secure I lii.s cuni'c,-. -ion I will 
give you a seat in my ('.aliini't wortli 
S7, 000 por annum. Suppose vvi; take the 
.■51,250,000. It wouldn't keep 150 men at 
work for two years, and after it ■was spent 
oui iiositiou would bo infinitely worse 
than now, bi'cain^n in breaking t ho Ti'i'tns 
at all wo lola).' tlift who'o romiiact. In 
tho spoocli from tho Tlirouo I/iout. -Gov- 
ernor Trutch says that notwithstanding 
tbo broach of contract on the part of Ca- 
nada, the Government has sonipulously 
adhered to the Terms. It is fortunate wo 
have such a man at the head of affaii s. 
Take these Terms to C.inaiiaand say fullil 
th'.-so TeriUH or wo shall hi'oode. 
If W8 hold tlio.-e Tonus 'iiitiro in 
onr hands then instead of .:r 1 .'iH'I.ODl) 
Clanada will give .■?'2, 000,000 or c^'-.ilOO,- 
000 which could bo expended ou jmblio 
works a year. In any case if Canada 
rthoiild ropiidiiito the fulfilment of those 
Terms wo should bo out of debt arid oould 
go to the Imperial Governmont with 
clean hands. 

iMU. SMITH h; 
congrat nlaUid tho ho';. senior nioinhoi' for 
Esciuinialt on lii.s speech, and said Unit if 
tho governmont wr-re ))ro|iiired to do u'liat 
was right thoy would refer this qm stion 
to the people (boor.) Tbo govornmonl 
had tried to shift the rosponsibiliiy of 
this inoiiBuro to tho IMcClreigbt govern- 
inenl; but when a propu.^itioii to capita- 
lize tho Dry Dock guaiautuo was first 
made there had been no violation of tho 
Ttmi of Ui^ion My Oftnada, Mr, Mao- 



kinzio told the country those Terms wore 
too good and ho- wished ii rolaxat.'on of 
them. Wo were entitled to indoianifica- 
lion beeauso tho railwny bad not been 
coininonond us agreed. If wo i)hicod our- 
selves uiuior obligations to Canada our 
clninia were p,one (choera.) Ho did not 
purpo.-o lo oppose the votes for tho Itoads 
and Public Works; what ho would oppose 
would bo tho means of raising to money 
(cheers.) 

City Police Court. 

(Before J iiiU;« Courtney.) 

Pkidav, Fab. 15tb. 

Dan CVmuolly was br<jught up on a 
charge of stealing a siudiiug jjig belong- 
ing lo Jilr. Jos. Gosuidl. Mr. Drake ap- 
peared for 'ho prosecution and Mr. A. E. 
B. Davie f(ir the dohuico. 

It appeared from tho evidence that de- 
feiidant had in his houso a pig which ivas 
tho subject of dispute and which was 
claimed and taken away, with tbo consent 
of dofondnnt's wife, by Inspector Bow- 
don, who restored it to Mr. GoBuoll. 

Ml'. (losiioll declared the pig to bo his, 
and wn.4 supported in this hy tho evidence 
of Mr. Blair, who is employed by him to 
manage some property at Saanich. It wus 
admitted to be possible tbatthe pig could 
have got out of the stye; but Mr. G. did 
not think it likely. Connelly's wife ac- 
eountod for th i iiossessiini of tho pig to 
Lnsjieeto!' liowdon by .«ayiiig that it hud 
lieen found just milsido their fenco and 
was taken in to Ik) fed bocauso they had 
no lii'ood sow. Connelly, on coming homo 
and learning that tho animal had boon 
taken away, went to Gosnell's, got into 
tbo stye and removed tho pig. This was 
fully admitted, and it was this act which 
eon -tiliitoil tho charge. lie then look 
tile pig to Dr. Toliaiu's to whom ho said 
it lieloiiged. Mr. \V. Tolinio was called 
and said ho believed tho pig to be his. A 
sow lu iougiug to him had four pigs but 
had ahandouod them, and he believed 
this pi;; lo be one of tho four. 

J\lr. A E. B. Davie, who ai'gncd Ihocass 
very wf 11 for his eliont, maintained that 
no larceny had been comniittcd. Tho pig 
lia,' lieen lemoveii from bi.s client's pro- 
lai-es without legal authority; and al- 
though he could not defend the act of 
seizing it as ho had done, yet he oontend- 
od that there was no evidence to show 
that ho had coinmitt"d any ofTonco save 
that (if lre:pnss. To [irove larceny it 
would bo uecoi-sary to show Umt l>o iu.l 
wilfully and knowingly removed tho nni- 
raal wiili tho intention of pennauently de- 
priving prosecutor of his property. This, 
be contended, had not been done. All 
that was proved was that be had gone on 
I\Ir. Go.-inidrs premises aud taken away 
a [lig whii'h he did not believe to belong 
to prosceiitor. 

Mr. Drake commented on some of tho 
evitlenco to show that the pig did not be- 
long to Dr. Tolniie, ably traversed the 
argument of Mr. Davie with regard to tho 
nature of larceny, aud contended that the 
liaiidi.ig of tho disputed ijoiker over to 
l.)r. Tolniie was the re'sult ( f an after- 
tliontrlit on the jiart of defendant. If ho 
knew il lielonge-d to Dr. Tolmie, why did 
ho not hand il over during the two or 
three days while it was in his poisossion 
before Mr. Bowden's ai^pearanco on the 
scene. 

His honor said ho regretted that the 
ea'^o h id been brought befor(i hiiu. Ho 
ilid nut heliovo tliat defendant would 
steal n pi;; uf KiK'h email value in such n 
barefacod manner. He thought tho act 
wns tho rc;iult of ignorance and spite 
rather than of felonious intention; but 
bo could not al ow snch nets to pass un- 
noticed enl iifl\ , and ho therefore son- 
t"iiee,l ihe .lel'ondant to OUO hour's im- 
pi isoiinieiit , and gave it a? bis opinion 
that the porker belniiged to IMr. Gosnell. 

Nor Connr.cr. -Tho statement imblish- 
ed vi .,ler,l ly that the easa of Mr. Black, 
wiio is ailoued by thi! Corporation to 
supply himself with water through jiipes 
supplied by himself and deduct ttio co.st 
of the pi])c.s from tho water-rates, ia an- 
aiagons witli that of the late Mayor in his 
elVorl to monoijolizo the bUiiidy of James 
Bay witli water, is ineoriei't. Mr. Drnm- 
mond's fraiiehiso amminlod to a luonojjo- 
ly. Ho was giv<Mi tho control of the main 
and wasallowed to .iell Iho water lo others, 
and tho City hail to collect tho rates for 
him until the pipes were p-aid for. Ln 
.Mr. Blae'k'.s case; the control of tho main 
is not surri^nderod by tho City, and Mr. 
Black cannot, under a heavy penalty, soli 
or give a bucket of water to a person 
outside of his owu household without oc- 
coiinting for tho same to the Water Com- 
mission' r. The ilill'ereiice bilween the 
two is ahcnit as wide as the jiolcrf are 
asuiidi.'r. 

DiiN'ris'riiV.— 1 )r. Cool calls attention to 
the beauliful iilluiiiiniiiin-linod vulcanite 
plates for njiper and lower sets.

"The George S. Wright" Hyatery. 

The Free Fress (Nanaimo) issues an 
extra containing what purports to bo par- 
ticulars attending the wreck of the steanior 
Georgo S. Wright in (^uoeu Charlotte 
Sound three years ago. Tho news is 
third or fourth band; and is scarcely enti- 
tled to credence. Tho Pi-ik; Fi-mh receiv- 
ed its information from (.'apt. Dudowor 
of tho sloop Iviugloader, who reports that 
at Bella Bella tho Indian Chief Charley 
Hamsott, came on board the sloop, and 
told hiiii that a Wakoua ludian.who work- 
ed as coal passer on the steamship Geo. 
S. Wright at the time of her wreck and 
who with 15 wliito men reached the shore 
alivo, related to him the following parti- 
culars of the disaster: 

Tho Btcaiushii) tieo. S. Wright while 
crossing (,)ueeii Charlotte Sound encoun- 
tered a most terrific giilo, with the sea 
running mountains high. Iho vessel en- 
deavored to keep her course, but a huge 
wave broke over hor, inittiugout the fires. 
Immediately afterwards tlio boileroxplod- 
od aud iu a short tiiuo tbo steamer sank. 
In tlio mountimo the boats woro lowered, 
but with ouo exception, the boats \;'cro 
instantly swamped. Tbo fortuimte, or 
rather unfortunate, boat contained fifteen 
white persons and the Wakena Indian, 
and reached one of tho two small round 
islands in tjuccn Cliarlolto Sound in safe- 
ly. At night tho 10 saved lit a lire and 
went to sleep. Tho liro attracted a party 
of Wnkona I ndians who, iu eoujunotion 
with their tillicum who bad boon saveil, 
cut tho throats of the white men while 
thoy wove asleoi), mutilating their bodies 
iu a frightful maniKU', and uftorwai'ds 
throw their bodies into the water. The 
disaster oeeurred close to whore portions 
of tbo wreck woro washed ashore. The 
liiivod Indian says that Capt. Ainsloy went 
down with tho steamer, ami that ho work- 
ed hard to got the boats lowered aud in 
throwing life ju'eservers to those persons 
struggling in tho m etliing waters. Tho 
only persons thiit tlu! fmliaii knew who 
roachod Iho flnn'o in saftdy were tho lirsl 
mate and the cari)unl'>r. As the Indian 
was working on the steamslii|) and would 
therefore know all the crew, we presume 
that the thirteen others in tho boat were 
passengers. 

Tho sloop Binglcader is now on tho way 
to Victoria to inform the Government of 
this matter ami endeavor to get a gunboat 
to go up there and arrest tho murderers.

clock a, in, all being ready Mr. ifack who 
Hui)oriulendod gave the word and tbo men 
at tbo wiiichi^H started. Owing to the 
groat length of rope necessary to obtain 
tho purchase required it was slow work, 
but hy about 2 o'clock tho enormous 
weight, 25 lims, was liangiu;.^ suspended 
from tho shears of the bark's bulwarks. 
She was then removed and tho Airxaii- 
dor brought into her berth. 'Tho latter, 
however stood a little higher out of wa- 
nirt hull tho ."Mountain Laured anil all hands 
were called on to eonio on hoard. The 
call was rospoiuh.'d to by :\ goodly nuiii- 
ber of ^'ictoria'H weigbliosl citizens and 
tho steamer was thereby dojirossed snlll- 
ciently to allow of her being placed direct- 
ly under the boiler. Other lighter tackles 
having been rigged to control and guide 
Iho weight iu its doscont, tho signal to 
lower away was given and by a little after 
•1 o'clock tho boiler was safely ou 'ooird 
aud the tackles cast loose, the whole op- 
oration being managed from lirst to last 
without tbo least misadventure. Another 
boiler quite as heavy and substantially 
made as the first will be put ou board the 
Alexande r to-day.
